. >rpHAT our factories and shops produced $63,000,000,000 
/-I 
worth of goods in 1920, three times the value of the 1910 


output and five times that of 1900, reminds us that, however 
much we may feel the strain of the reconstruction period, we 
are a nation of enormous resources. 


And at last our industrial establishments seem to be well 
distributed. Nine out of the fifteen leading states in number of 
workers and amount of product lie west of the Alleghanies, and, 
if Missouri is a southern state, three of the fifteen are in the 
south. Doubtless the variety of manufacture would prove on 
^examination to be as remarkable as its amount. 
California, 
with eighth place, is a producer of canned and dried fruits, and 
between these products and the ore and implements of Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, and Ohio are almost all things made under 
the sun. 


The volume and variety of what we make was never great- 


er with respect to our own past activity or with respect to the 
products of other nations.

TOHN S. DRUM of San Francisco, president of the American 
J 
Bankers' Association, finds reason for optimism in the busi- 
ness situation, basing his conclusion on a 42,000-word report 
.compiled from a minute examination of conditions in every state 
of the Union. "There is nothing in either the domestic or for- 
eign situation," h« summarizes, "to give rise to the pessimistic- 
conclusion that the world is riding straight to ruin." 


There is, however, a disconcerting "if" in Mr. Drum's com- 
ment on his report. He says: 


II world Influences in the process of readjustment could be di- 
vorced from domestic influences, this country would not now be con- 
sidering problems of readjustment it would have solved them and 
would be walking in the old path. But this could not and cannot be, 
world influences now and henceforth must have a powerful bearing 
even, on the problems that in former years were considered purely do- 
mestic.

man and financier, based on a scientific report and divorced 
from any consideration of politics, that the welfare of the 
American people and the American nation is not sufficient unto 
itself. It is an authoritative confession that we cannot get along 
without the rest of the world unless we wall ourselves up like 
ancient China and begin life on a new basis—the basis of non- 
intercourse and provincialism.
